themmn to be. Uut we have a higher
motive, In common with all good
oltizens, we desire thal & man ocoupying the
responsible position at the head of the army
should be cleared, it possible, from the impu-
tations which bave been cast npon him by
Wendell Phillips, Theodore Tilton, and othera
who are now pressing the wan whom they pro-
nounce a druukard for the office of President.
Aococording to the ‘‘thoughtful testotaller' the
whole story about Grant’s publie intoxication
in the streets of Washiogton on a Sunday
morning rests npon the circumstance that, on
the Bunday morning alladed to, Girant had
breakfasted with Sheridan; that there was ‘‘a
good deal of wine drank;”" and that thereafter
Grant was dubious about two doors, either

or both of which might opem upon
the dwelling of Dent. BSo that, after
all, & man wavering in the streets on

Bunday morning, doubtful beiween two
" doorg, appears in the Independent of January
31, 1808, a8 a man “‘occasionally seen fuddled
in the streets;” he is published in the Tribuns,
April B, 1868, as & man ‘'so drank that he
could not stand on his legs;"” and he is de-
nounced by Wendell Phillipa in & public
speech in DBoston, May 29, 1805, as & man
“‘who cannot stand up before a glass of liquor
without falling down.” Worse yet, within a
week or go Mr. Phillips has agaio declared,
over his own signatare, in the Ani-Slavery
Standard, that Grant '‘was drunk in the pub-
lio streets since the 1s% day of January,'’ and

that it is "a fact as patent as the
gun at noonday." It iz the old
story of the *Threa black orows,” for

it turns out that the whole has no other
foundation than that Grant was in a state of
dubiety between two doors on a Bunday morn-
ing ! If merely trying the ‘‘wrong hounse
were basis for a charge of drunkenness, his
effort to get into the White House would de-
note inebriety bordering on delirium. It is
wore than likely that the Zvibune, Inde-
pondent, Anti-Slavery Standard, aud other
radical journals, have outrageously maligned
their candidate, The World can afford to be
enerous to (General Grant, and we demand of
endell Phillips, Theodore Tilton, Mrs. Stan-
ton, Mr. Gireeley, and other radicals who have
originated and circulated the stories about
Grant's drunkenness, that they shall either
produce proof that their declarations are
founded upon facts, or shall retract them as
vile slanders.

Not a Defleiency, but a Surplus.
From the N, Y. Times,

We were enabled on Friday to give an ap-
proximate idea of the receipts of the Govern-
ment daring the carrent flscal year, and to
shew, froin the experience of the gnarter just
ended, the probability of a surplus instead of.
a deficiency. We printed on Saturday an
official statement, which more than justifies
our anticipations. The preparation of such a
document bas been rendered necessary by the

ross perversions of fact which have recently

n oirculated under Demooratic auspices, It
is the result of a careful investigation insti-
tuted by the Chairman of the Honse Commit-
tee on Appropriations, and is a conclusive
answer to the gloomy prophecies of the Demo-
cratic press.

Estimating the retarns of the whola year by
those of ita first quarter, the customs revenns
will be §170,000,000, with a moral cerlainty
that any falling off cannot exceed five millions,
Making the amplest allowance for possible
eontingencies, tho year’'s receipts from this
gource may be stated at §165,000,000. The
internal revenue, again, may be relied upon
to yleld more than §160,000,000, while there
is & probability that it will risge to mnear §200,-
000,000, The smaller of these amounnts is
predicated on a continuance of the receipta of
the past quarter, which felt the effacts of the
abolition of industrial taxes without realiziog
the gain to acorue from the new law relative
to the collection of the tax on distilled spirits
and tobacco. When the latter shall coms into
full operation next month, large additions to
the interpal revenus mn{ be expected. For
the present, however, and to avoid the charge
of exaggeration, the estimate is limited to an
average which ia below rather than over the
truth., The same desire to bs on the safe side
is apparent in the estimated amount of re-
ceipts from miscellanecus sonrces. They are
L\ut down at $45,000, 000, although the only

pown devistion from those of last year, when
they exceeded filty millions, is less than two
millions,

After exercising the utmoat caution, then,
it is fair to sssnme that the total revenues will
not be legs than $370,000,000. This conclusion
is based upon the figures of the first guarter
of the year, verified by the experiance of other
years. The amount is more likely to Le four
bundred mililons, but, for prudential reazons,
Mr. Washbnrne has preferred to sxclude from
Lia estimate all doubtfal quantities.

Will §370,000,000 cover the expendituras
of the Governmeut! This is the next poiat
to be ascertained. Last yepr the outgo was
glightly in excess of this sum and the addi-
tions of the current year, under soms heads,
sra more than covered by redootions under
other henda, The ouly kuown additions are
the Alaska purchase, an incrense of mors than
two millions in the pension expenditure, and
a Post Offie deficisncy which the dspartment
estimates at five millions; making a total of
§14,500,000, Bupposiug no chaoge of an oppo-
kile ohuracter to ecounr, a defluienoy to that
smount might arise. Bat the saving on the pay-
menta for interest will alons balance these ad-
\l-linuul_ilﬂurs-. theinterest having last year been
$140,423 055, while for the present year it will
not vary greatly from §126,000,000." Morsover,
there were last year pavuents to the
Btates on aceount of war debta excesding ten
millions, which will not recur, or, \f ay sl
for inglgnificant amounts, The Freedmen's

Bureau, which last year cost comsiderably
more than three millions, is this year belog
wound up with an appropristion of half &
million, The river and harbor expenditures
Lave been reduced from six wmillions to a mil-
lion and & balf; and the measures of retrench-
went applied to the srmy and navy will pro-
duoce & saving of twenty-five millions in each,
The total reductions as compared with last

year's espenditures form au aggregate of |

$21,677,808, and bring down the estimated
expenditnre—iuoludiog the extrad we have
vamed=to $303 182 4¢h.

Ingtead of antigipating a deflofenoy, the
country may, with reasoosble oonfldenes, look
forward to a surplos amounntioy to Bl wsisn
sixty and seveniy willions an a resalt 6f Re-
publican managewent for the current flosp.
oial year.

The Issue Fairly Stated —Seymonr or Grant)
From e N, Y. Sun.

Ouar friendg of the Erpress, with the saga-
city that always marks exparienced and astuts
politiciang, have, on the acber gecond thought,
retired from the arena of passion and entered
the field of argument. In a recent articla they
impliedly admit that either General Grant or
Governor Seymonr should withdraw from the
Presidential canvass. They appreciate, no
donbt, as we do, the vast benefltsa that would
regult to the whole country, and especially to
the distracted BSouth, from the upanimons
election of a Chief Magistrate at this novel
emergency. Of courss, from their standpoint
they argua in favor of the withdrawal of
General Grant rather than Governor Ssymonr.

Assuming, then, that the Erpress, in unison
not only with the Sun, but with a large num-
ber of influential journals of both parties, has
arrived at the conolusion that the national
crisis is so unprecedented as to demand ex-
traordinary eacrifices on the part of publio
men, the only quaestion to be disonssed ia,
which candidate which ghall withdraw, Gov-
ernor Seymour or Geueral Grant? It has
geemed to us that, in view of the faot of the
inevitable defeat that awaits Governor Say-
mour if he remains in the fleld, it will be
much easler to induce him to retire than to
persuade General Grant to abaudon a victory
that he already feels to be within his grasp.
Though the generous nature and modest pre-
tensions of General Grant would incline him
to concede much to the wishes of his friends,
yet, as politicians are invariably selfish, we
conld hardly expect the Republicans, with a
great trinmph immediately befors them, to
enter upon the task of tryiog to extort a sur-
recder from a man who has been accnstomed
to fight his battles through to the end.

Nor do the two candidates oconpy equal
grounds in another respect. Governor Say-
mour hsg naver pretended to be a Republican.
Geperal Girant has never voted any but a
Democratio ticket. It would bs much easier,
therefore, to persnde the Demoorata to go
over 10 Grant than to indace the Republicans
to snpport Beymour.

This case 18 not without its diffionlties.
Which of the two distingnished candidates
gsought to gecritloe personal feeliogs for the
pacification of the country, depends very much
npon the prospects of the one or the other if
both remain in the field. The Erpress admits
that one of them ought to withdraw, and re-
comnmend the nnanimoens election of the other.
We think that for every reason it would bas
beneficial not only to the country, bat to the
Demooratic party especially, that the man to
retire should be Governor Seymounr. But we
ghall be glad to censider with candor and re-
spect any arguments that may be adduced on
the other gide.

Yho Freed the Negroes!
P om the Nushville Union and Ameriean.

The colored people of the Southern States
hold themselveg to be fres, and the radival
leaders olaim the eredit of their emancipation.
Did the emaucipation proclamation of FPresi-
dent Lincoln invest them with a valid and
legal freedom ! The best constitutional law-
yers had great donbts of it. The Congress of
the United Btates thought it go qnestionable,
that it proposed to amend the Constitation by
declaring slavery abolished and forbidding its
re-establishment. Boch an amendment was
submitted to the Legislatures of the several
States for ratification in 18065, The adoption
of this amendment reqgnired the assent of threa-
fourths of the States. President Johnson, on
ageuming theadministration of theGovernment,
proceeded immediately, after the manner of his
predecessor—the author of the emancipation
proclamation—to organize the Biates of the
Houth, with the view of having this amendmant
ratiffled by the reqmisite nuwmber of Btates.
Without such action, the proposition to con-
summate snd make sare the emancipation,
would have been a mere iuoperative paper; of
po binding fores, and leaving the negro's
right to freedom an open question. 7There
was not & gnflicient number of so.called loyal
Btates to accomplish the amendment. The
Sonthern BStates, as organized by President
Johmnson, promptly ratified the proposed
amendment, and enabled the Becretary of
Btate to put the great seal of the Awmerican
pation, ganctioned by the whole paopls, to the
colored man's freedom. This ia the history of
emancipation. Who will dispnte that it was
the people of the Bouthern States—tha men
now stigmatized ag Rebals and charged with
desiring to re enslave the negro—who, by
their voluntary aot, seonred the colored man’s
freedom, and placed it forever beyond legal
question

Now, what have the lond-mouthed Radioal
friends of the uegro done sincw to invali-
date this sacrel ordinause; nuder which he
found serure shelter for himself and Lis pos.
tarily from all fear of glavary in the fatare?
By act of Congress in March, 1807, they pro-
nounoed thess Bouthern State goveruments
which had ratifled the antislavery amend-
ment to be illegal, and nullified every nct
they had performed, Aod, in this, they vir-
tually repealed the ratification. They have
reophned the slavery qnestion, and destroyed
the legal guarantees and safoguards whioh had
been oreated for the negro's security and
freedom. If the ratifications of Virginls, Sonth
Carolina, apd Georgia, were of no effsct, tho
thirteenth amendment is 3 nullity, and the
Boutbern negro has no warrant for Lis free-
dom but the emancipation proclamation,
which Radiuals themselves prononnce insafll-
olent in law,

It complately
demolishes the miserable pretense set up by
Mr. Delmar and supported by the World, the
Jourral of Commerce, aud other Democratio
lights, that the onrrent fiseal year is hkely to
show o large surplus of expsuditares over re
ceipts. It demonstrates that, even with the
present lax adminoistration of the law, the
surping of receipla over expenditures will
probably rapge from §50,000 000 to §74,000,-
(00,  With the rigid enforcemsnt of the law
respecting the collection of reveune from
tobaceo aud spirits—and this enforcement will
certainly be attaived during the last quarter
of the fscal year, nuder the adwinistration
of General Grant—the surplns will undoube-
edly prove much greatar. As it is, the re-
ceipts derived from distilled gpirits for the
quarter of the preseot fizeal year just elapsed
make it certain that the revenne from this
source will be at leawst double that received
during the last flsesl yoar. It is useless to
atteept 1o explain away these figures. Uns
quarter of the present flscal year is closed,
aod the actual reesipts for this quarter, paid
futo the Treasury, will vndoubtedly prove
nearly or quite 300,000,000, On the other
hand, there can be no guestion that the ex-
peuditnres, which last year were reported at
370,000,000, will be much less for the current
fiscnl yesr. Notbivg bas oveurrad which can
in any way teud to inoreass Lhe expenditures
above the amount for the last fiseal year, ex-
cept the amount appropriated for the Alaska
purchiage, an luoreass o the paosion lHst of
about 2 000,000, snd a possible Post Office
defleiency of §5,000,000, Many fucts oan be
adduced to show that Lthe expeyses of the lasl
flecn]l year will be greatly ed, Thus, for
example, the amount expended last wear for
interest on account of the arrearsges doe on
the compound interest notes was over $140,-
000,000, This yaar the amonnt to bs paid on
scconnt of futerest will not exceed g120,000,000,
Of the truth of this any one sy satisfy him
Ecll’ by referring to the statemsnt in regard to
the intevest-bearing obligations of the Unitad
Etates, In the regular monthly exhibit pub-
lished by the Beoretury of the Treasury.

Aguin, among the other items by which the
expenditures for the present lscal year ste
to be reduend, we may mention the snwm for
the relmbursement of Stales on acvount of
war clabme, viz,, §10,000,000; the diminution
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'n 1 e sppropriation for Rivars agd Tiarhora,
14,000,000; "46 the” appropfiation for Fread-
wen's Burenn, &2 000 000; while the 4y
ton of the army, whioh accordiog to the off g
showing of the Feorstary of War will amonn!
to 18,000 meu butween tha frst of July lase
and the dirst of Javuary néxt, the redactioo
of the expenses of the navy, and tha aleil
and mikcellaneoua liat, will further rs
dute expenditnred to the extont of a
least 860,000 000, © With thia, thers will be
un almost castain ravenus of 270,000 000, ke
iides, itshounld be rememberad that the amount
pald  ont  for bountisa—338 000 000  1ast
year, and 240,000,000 estimatud for this yenr
—does not ron over into anolher year, aa the
expenditures for the present year will prob.
ably pay all claims on the Treasury from this
source, Congrese, therefore, would on this
ground alone ba safe in leglalatiog with aview
to an excess of §40,000,000in the reosipts over
the expenditnres for the next fisoal yvear. In
£hort, the whole exhibit, Instead of being dis
couragivg, as Democratio aunthorities would
have the people believe, iain the highest de-
gree encouragiog, and proves what every ona
acquainted with the resources of the country
has long kuown, that the epormnrns vitality
of this oation 18 soflicient to overcome all
the adverge influences that resalt from a long
war, the mecessitiea for heavy taxation, and
the mistakes of & weak and wicked adminis-
tration,
